Prof. Flint, in his book on grasses, says: “I hold this position to be indisputable, 
that any soil will yield a large and more nutritive crop, if sown with several kinds of 
nutritious grasses, than when sown with only one or two species. Indeed, it is a fact 
well established, by careful experiments, that a mixture of only two or three species 
of grass and clover will produce a less amount of hay than can be obtained by sowing 
a greater number of species together. I am aware that the prevailing practice is decid- 
edly against the use of anything but timothy and clover, and that large crops of these, 
under favorable conditions, are often raised; but it is nevertheless true that we obtain, 
on an average, no more than a ton to the acre, while with the same culture and a 
large number of species we ought to get more than double the quantity of hay.”’

The “Best” Clover Seed

means nothing at all. The farmer buying seed should be from Missouri and ask to be 
shown, and he should know good seed when he sees it. 


In good seed the following will be found: First, the kernels will be uniformly 
plump; second, there will be comparatively no foul seeds: third, the color will be 
good—bright, not dull: fourth, no shrunken or dead seeds. To compare samples, they 
should be placed side by side—you cannot carry in your mind how one sample looked 
an hour before in another store.
